DETAILED ACTION 



Pending Claims 

The pending claims in the instant application are 1-3. The only independent 
claim is 1 . 



1 . Newly submitted claims 5-7 directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: the newly 
submitted claims are directed to a method of making which is different from the 
original claims directed to an article. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 5-7 are withdrawn from consideration 
as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1. 142(b) and MPEP 
§ 821.03.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



2. The rejection of claims 1-3 under 35 U.S. C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Debouzie et al. (U.S. Patent 4,632,685) has been maintained for reasons of record in 
paper number 5, paragraph 3. 



3. Applicant's arguments filed November 13, 2001 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the newly added process limitation imparts patentability 
(see page 3, 1st full paragraph through page 4, 3rd fiill paragraph). The prior art 
suggests an article that renders the instant claimed invention prima facie obvious. 
Process limitations in product claims absent a factual showing that the resulting article 
is patentably distinct are given little or no weight in determining the patentability of the 
instant claimed article. Applicant has failed to provide factual evidence.
